Ohio, the son of Benjamin Hanks and Mar- 
tha Knowlton. He was the sixth of twelve 
children.

After serving three years in the U.S. Navy, 
he joined the Mormon Church and was one 
of the first to volunteer for the Mormon 
Battalion. He came to Utah July 29, 1847 
with the James Brown Contingent, Mormon 
Battalion, Company D. 

He married Harriet Amelia Decker (Lit- 
tle), Sept. 22, 1848, who was born March 
13, 1826, and came to Utah October 5, 
1847.
